the principle on which it operates, and 
would be at a loss if asked why a groov- 
ed barrel throws a ball iruer lhan a 
smooth bore. 
The reasons are these : 


in the first place, no bullet is or can be 


cast perfectly spherical. 
One side is al- 


ways heavier than the other, and ihu 
ball, therefore, swerves from the right 
line of projection.

tice demonstrates it. 
The same smooth 


bore, immovably fixed, Iwice loaded, 
with lhe same charge, of lhe same pow- 
der, and wiih lhe balls cast in lhe same 
mould, will nol plant them both in the 
same spot, at lhe same distonce. 


The 
rifle barrel is a female screw, 


which gives the tighlly driven ball a ro- 
lary motion, so lhat if the bullet, or rath- 
er the slug, swerves wiih one iwisl of 
lhe screw, anoihcr revolution corrects 
lhe error.

also," (and this will be information rath- 
er surprising to the reader,) "one of the 
healthiest of regions, and thousands who 
annually die of diseases incident lo lhe 
North, might here find heakh and long 
life." 
We should add, for the 
benefit 


of persons afflicted with pulmonary com- 
plaints, could we only share in his san- 
guine temper, thai he recommends such 
to seek health at Para, where they can 
"reside for comparatively nothing, wiih 
a ccriainty of recovery."
